stand, but the nurses in attendance say he 
cannot recover. 


Fights Hard for Lite. 

Anderson was taken to the hospital four 
Weeks ago, suffering from typhoid. pneu- 
monia. That he has lived this long is con- 
sidered remarkable by. the physicians. His 
iron constitution and a determination to beat 
his old foe, death, as he oftem beat it before, 
have served to keep him alive, where others; 
the doctors say, would have succumbed. 

Anderson has been a fire fighter nearly all 
his life. Even when he was a schoolboy he 
used to ride to fires with Old Jack Me- 
Lean, the captain of engine company & and 
he did fireman’s work for the love of it long 
before he became a member of the depart. 
ment. 


Prefers Fires to School, 

Young Anderson cared more for following 
fire engines than he did for school and before 
he was 20 years old he joined the depart- 
ment. There wae no civil service board in 
those days, and the matter of age did not 
make much difference, if the applicant had 
fire fighting qualities in him. Capt. McLean 
vouched for his protégé and he was appointed 
a pipeman in 1873, Six years later he was 
promoted to captain, and in July, 1806, he 
was elevated to battalion chief.

CHURCHILL DENIES DIRECTING

LONDON: Jan. Id. — The investigation of 
the death of the two desperadoes who per- 
ished in their Sidney street residence while 
resisting the police and military was con- 
eluded today.

lutely fair, impartial and constitutional.

“The hospital as now conducted is not 
intended for the complete cure of diseases. 
The. ret i are kept there only so long as 
it ts impossible for them to exist in the 
household of ‘the poorest families. When 
they can walk or even be sent home in a 
wheel chair they are discharged for lack of 
room or sent to Dunning. The modern hos- 
pital should cure so completely that the 
patient can be sent back to immediate em- 
ployment at his occupation. 

Many of the paragraphs which seem to 
reflect upor the service of the hospital are 
really misleading statements of conditions 
which are necessary but not destrable. The 
fact that three infante suffering ot conta- 
gious diseases were kept in a bed is to be 
regretted, but it is probable that the bed 
was six feet long and that the nineteen inch 
infants were laid cross ways of this bed and 
a good distance apart. 

5 Such conditions can be seen in almost 
every ‘obstetrical hospital any day. Little 
beds may be more desirgble, but they are 
not always at hand. The fact that ward 19 
ie crowded is an incident which must be re- 
gretted. A separate hospital for contagious 

diseases built on reasonable modern plans 
ought to be situated in each of the three 
or four quarters of the city.

Snow announced during the 
day that he will make a fight on the recom- 
mendation’of the bathing beach commission, 
asking for an appropriation of 330,000 to 
build four bathing beaches along the city’s 
water front, on the floor of the council next 
Monday night. 

Theodore A. Gross, superintendent of play- 
grounds, and John Aigots, superintendent of 
email parks, were called before the com- 
mittee to explBiw what they proposed do- 
ing with the $132,000 requested. Superin- 
tendent Algots said he wanted money to buy 
a new small park, and lay it out and Super- 
intendent Gross’ plea was for monty enough 
to buy or lease three new playgrounds on 
the west side and equip them. 


Gives $9,385 fof Improvements. 
Ald. Foell led the fight agalnst the ap-

itself would use it. The railroads, he main- 
tained, were merely the servants of the peo- 
ple and they had, therefore, no power to 
exact revenues from the people that would 
pay a fair return upon the properties in- 
volved,”

Order for Shares Is Filled. 

‘Tt appears that Benjamin R. Cahn had an 
order to buy National Carbon common. On 
finding that the Northern Trust company had 
been given a peremptory and unexplained 
order to close the books at time men- 
tioned he hotified his prin O. I. Hudson 
& Co. of New York, that the pooks were 
closed, ‘although this was not the regular 
dividend period. He was instructed to fill 
the ordet, and on Oct. 29 he bought 10 shares” 
of the common at 141. on Oct. 81 he bought, 
80 shares at 18, the top price of the stock, 
The shares were purchased from Alfred Le 
Baker & Co. 

On the distribution of the dividend to the 
holders of record on Oct. 28, the first sale 
after which was et 130 ex-dividend, Mr. 
Cabn asked that the $900 of the extra div 
dend on the 60 shares be given his customer.
